Dr. Vining’s able and interesting ar- 
ticles on this subject in THe JouRNAL, Nos. 
t¢and 47, have recalled to my mind many 
facts noted when experimenting on this 
body with a rather different object in view. 
My object in using caseine was notso much 
to replace gelatine as to prevent the ‘‘ dust- 
ing’? on cutting and printing of heavily 
loaded papers. For this caseine was found 
a sovereign remedy. 

One successful experiment led to an- 
other and the sizing properties of caseine 
were soon plainly demonstrated. In my 
case the sizing value of caseine, for which 
Dr. Vining has made out an exceedingly 


clear case, was of less interest than its ap- |' 


plication to paper as a dust cure, so that 
with the exception of. occasionally making 
caseine sized paper for photo-chemical ex- 
periments my practical use of it almost 
ceased with the period of experiment. 

In Europe, at least, others besides Dr. 
Vining have made the manufacture and ap- 
plication of caseine to paper making a spe- 
cial study. As the leader in this direction I 
would mention Dr. E. Muth, of Berlin, Ger- 


many, under whose patents caseine is being |, 


manufactured to-day in Bavaria, and who 


by unwearying effort has succeeded in in- |) 


ducing a number of paper makers to use 
caseine sizing to advantage. It has been 
regularly manufactured for this purpose in 
Bavaria since 1885 or 1887—I forget which— 
and the yearly production has risen from 
15,000 to 200,000 pounds. 


Caseine consists of a mixture of sub. | 


stances similar to gelatine which are con- 
tained in milk and forms a dry powder with 
a yellowish tinge and slightly granular. 


It is easily and completely soluble in |! 


warm water. To make 100 pounds of 
caseine containing 95 to 98 per cent. of act- 
ual caseine requires from 450 to 550 gallons 
of average milk, and, as might be supposed, 
quite a variation is found in different milks 
with respect to their yield of caseine. 
When experimenting on the subject I found 
that the milk yielded by different breeds of 
cattle fed on similar foods differed some- 
what with climate, country, &c., but that 
by far the most variation was caused by 
difference in feeding. 

Little difference was found in the quality 
of the caseine got from milks from the most 
varied locations, and, strange to say, this 
experience is at variance with that of others 
who have made similar trials. In order to 
make caseine easily soluble and capable of 
being kept for a length of time all fatty 
matter, sugar and most of the other milk 
salts must. be removed, and in this respect 
the material at my disposal was very im- 
perfect in early trials ; but since the meth- 
ods of manufacture have been improved, 
and caseine since has been applied to other 
purposes in the arts and manufactures, the 
material now purchasable in Europe is 
much more satisfactory. 

Paper makers on the other side of the At- 
lantic were at first just as incredulous and 
almost as antagonistic as they appear to be 
in this country to-day, and I am informed 
that many made experiments in a more or 
less careless manner, as is often the case 
with new inventions and processes, aban- 
doning them speedily on not getting de- 
sired results on the first trial. It appears, 
however, that a number of paper makers on 
the Continent making fine papers and em- 
ploying competent chemists did persevere 
with the experiments and in the end suc- 
ceeded. Considerable experiment was re- 
quired before each mill hit the exact method 
and proportions best adapted to its peculiar 
product, because no standard recipe could or 
can be given to even approximately fit all 
Cases, for the reason that there are many 
factors which may alter conditions and pro- 
portions,

Caseine has all of the good points of gela- 
tine in addition to the advantage of form- 
ing insoluble compounds with alumina com- 
pounds, thus adding to the tonnage yield of 
paper, and giving the same the properties 
which it would have after treatment with 
concentrated gelatine solution. The sizing 
process is simple and easy, much resem- 
bling sizing with vegetable size (7. ¢., rosin 
and soda). The compound of caseine with 
alumina sulphate is of a gelatinous nature, 
and being quite bulky fills up the pores of 
the fibres very effectually, giving on drying 
perfect sizing, and a very good handle and 
feel. It will be found on examination that 
the elasticity of paper sized with caseine is 
much greater than that of paper sized with 
ordinary rosin size ; also, that any kind of 
fibre, whether wood, cellulose, linen or cot-

ton, will very readily take up the ,caseine 
solution and will become somewhat parch- 


‘mentized on drying, but without losing soft- 


ness and showing excellent felting. 

A good way is to make a 20 to 50 per 
cent. solution of caseine and add it to 
the engine before beginning to beat. Then 
by the time the beating is through complete 
absorption will have taken place. In mak- 
ing a solution of caseine it will be found ad- 
vantageous to cover the quantity to be dis- 
solved with lukewarm water and knead it 
well with a piece of wood like a potato 
If the mixture is allowed to stand 
over night it will assume the form of a jelly, 


.which can easily be diluted to a milky fluid 


which will not containany solid matter. 

Dr, E. Muth recommends the use of a 
little solution of rosin size for soaking the 
caseine in case any difficulty is experienced 
in getting it into solution, and his views on 
the subject of the behavior,of caseine are 
so clear and definite and so much to the 
point that they will bear reproduction. In 
the main my experience is identical with 
that of Dr. Muth. Caseine solution can be 
mixed in all proportions with vegetable size 


‘without any change taking place, and the 


same applies to farina, fillers and coloring 
matters. The separationof insoluble com- 
pounds by alumina sulphate is similar in 
the case of caseine to what takes place with 


‘vegetable size, and similar quantities of 


alumina are required. Almost everything 
which applies to rosin size applies to case- 
ine, and the use of the latter includes all of 
the advantages gained by gelatine without 
the enormous waste unavoidable when us- 
ing the latter. Hence the advantages found 
by practical use on a large scale in well- 
known large paper mills of Continental 
Europe making fine papers may be summed 
up about as follows : 

There is no trouble in always getting 


efficient sizing even in cases where ordi- 
narily rosin sizing is doubtful and irregular. 


The paper gets better feel and handle and 
takes less calendering to get up the same 
high surface. But above all it should be 
mentioned that there will be no dusting 
when caseine is used, even with a high per- 
centage of fillers. Taking this with the 
fact that the power of retention is such that 
selling caseine at the price of the paper 
made becomes profitable, it is evident that 
the question of the cost of production may be 
regarded as settled with those paper makers 
who know a good thing when they see it 
clearly. There is every reason why the 
makers of fine papersin America should give 
caseine a fair trial. The prejudice against 
the use of sulphite cellulose has been almost 
overcome both here and in Europe. Will 
the fine paper makers of America again take 
a leaf out of the book of Germany and

Weighing Paper While Reeling. 


The convenience of a simple, trust- 
worthy device for weighing paper as the 
latter is wound upon the roll will be appar- 
ent to every paper maker. Such an ap- 
paratus has been invented, and it is said 
that with it rolls of paper of uniform weight 
can be obtained without special handling 
of the rolls for the purpose of weighing 
them. 

Figure 1 is a front elevation and Fig. 2 a 
side elevation of the machine. The frame, 
formed of iron castings or wood work, con- 
sists of two uprights, A, having suitable 
bases, A’, and converging somewhat toward 
each other at the top, where they are 
united by a cross beam, A’. They are also 
tied together near the base by a tie bolt, A*. 
On the rear sides of the beams A a series 
of bearings, 4, are provided, in which the 
spindles of the rolls of paper, X, may be 
seated. The paper from any one of the 
rolls X is to be brought forward to and 
around a roll or spindle, B, removably 
mounted in bearings, 4, in a vertically rock- 
ing frame, C, hung from each frame beam A 
by parallel links D. The roll or spindle B 
is driven by a gear wheel, B’, mounted on 
the end thereof and gearing with a corre- 
sponding gear, B2, fast on a short stud axle, 
Bs, having its bearings in one of the brackets 
F projecting from the frame beams A. The 
wheel B? may be driven by a crank, B+, as 
indicated, or in any other suitable manner. 

There is sufficient play vertically between 
the teeth of the gears B’ Bz to permit a 
slight vertical rocking of the frame C. A 
fulcrum bar or strap, G, is bolted to the 
brackets F and extends across the front of

tion with this apparatus devices are pro- 
vided by which a paper web drawn from 
a roll may be cut into sheets of uniform 
size. These devices are illustrated at the 
upper part of the figures of the draw- 
ings. A bracket, I, projects from the front 
of each frame beam, A. In this bracket a 
paper drawing or feed roller, K, is mounted, 
and also just above it another drawing roll, 
L, which is normally pressed against the roll 
K by springs, 4, applied at its bearings. 
The roller K is driven by a crank, 4, and on 
one end of the spindle of the roller is a gear 
wheel, K’, which drives a larger gear, M, 
mounted on a shaft, M’, having bearings in 
the outer ends of the brackets I. Radial 
arms, m, projecting from the shaft M’, sup- 
port a knife, N, arranged longitudinally 
with the shaft M’, and asthe shaft is rotated 
the knife N moves past a corresponding 
knife, O, supported at both ends in the 
brackets I. The paper from the roll X is 
drawn between the rolls K Las the roll K is 
revolved by its crank and over the knife 
edge O. On each revolution of the shaft 
M’ the knife N severs the paper against the 
knife O. With this arrangement the paper 
from the roll may be readily cut into sheets 
of uniform size. 





Hints to Mill Owners and Mill- 
wrights.

In connection with the proper reading 
of the indicator card, setting of valves and

very important to be able to tell just how 
much water is evaporated by 1 pound of 
the coal used, and also to be able to reduce 
the pounds of coal burned and the pounds 
of water evaporated to the well-known 
standard of water evaporated per pound of 


| combustible from and at 212°.

vary in quality, and the 
pounds of combustible can only be deter- 
mined by burning a certain quantity of coal 
and subtracting therefrom all clinkers, ash 
and tube deposit left from the coal burned. 
Subtracting one quantity from the other 
gives the number of pounds of combustible 
burned. 

The next problem is to reduce the amount 
of feed water to correspond to the amount 
at 212°. Ordinarily, water would be supplied 
at various temperatures ranging from 60° 
to 212°, according to the amount of heat 
imparted by the feed water heater or by 
the injector. Steam at 70 pounds pressure 
per steam gauge has a temperature of 
about 316° Fahr. To find the latent heat of 
evaporation, take from 966 just .7, the dif- 
ference between that temperature and 212°. 
We find this to be as follows: 316 is 104° 
above 212; 966 — (.7x104) — 966—75.6, or 
490.4 units. 

Counting from 32° the latent heat is 
figured approximately by taking from 1092, 
-7 of the difference between steam tempera- 
ture and 82°, 7. ¢., for 316° steam ; 1092 — 
198.8 — 893.2 units. The total heat of evap- 
oration is approximately 1091.7 + .305 x 
difference between steam temperature and 
32°. For 70 pounds or 316° steam would 
have 1091.7 + 86.62 (.305x284) = 1178.32 heat 
units. 

When we want to get the correction for 
evaporation from and at 212° we use the 
principle involved in finding the latent and 
total heat of evaporation. The total heat 
where the feed water is at any temperature 
above 32° is found approximately by add- 
ing to 1092 three-tenths of the difference 
between steam temperature and 32°, and 
subtracting from the sum three-tenths of 
the difference between the feed tempera- 
ture and 32°. The factor by which the 
weight of 60° water actually made into 316° 
(or 70 pounds) steam is to be multiplied in 
order to get the equivalent evaporation 
from and at 212° is got by dividing the 
1168.8 by 966, and is practically 1.21. 

Another way to put the rule is to state 
that the factor is got approximately by add- 
ing to three-tenths of the difference be- 
tween steam temperature and 212° the 
difference between 212° and the feed tem- 
perature, then dividing by 966 and adding 
1. This rule needs application, and the 
engineer should paste it in his hat and 
keep it there until it is absorbed by his 
head,

Bleaching Jute.

In THE JOURNAL of November 14, 
1891, John Thompson gives details of his 
jute bleaching process, which are quite in- 
teresting and valuable. It is, however, 
difficult to understand the reason for using 
20 pounds of soda crystals, neutralized by 
7 pints of sulphuric acid, producing a solu- 
tion of sodium sulphate. The writer has 
had large experience in most existing jute 
processes, and it is new to him that boiling 
jute with a solution of sodium sulphate has 
any action on the incrusting matter it is 
sought to get rid of. It may be that this is 
so, nevertheless, and if so it will be neces- 
sary to relegate this reaction to the eupho- 
niously named class of ‘‘catalytic’’ proc- 
esses—that dumping ground of theoretical 
chemists. 

Unless a specially elaborate process is 
used gas bleaching appears almost indis- 
pensable, and the trouble is that there are 
few in this country, outside of foreign paper 
and pulp makers, who understand the con- 
struction and running of a gas chamber so 
as to secure economical results without un- 
due tendering. Moreover, those few who 
do know are rarely inclined to give the care 
and attention necessary. 

Gas bleaching, if conducted with due at- 
tention to every little detail, will indeed, 
as Mr. Thompson says, produce ‘* wonder-

er. The treatment with a centrifugal 
extractor will always be found preferable 
to using the pulp from a fresse pdte, as it is 
porous and just right for taking up gas 
when it comes from the centrifugal ma- 
chine. To get the right amount of moisture 
in the stuff before stacking is most essen- 
tial. Too much water means useless loss 
of gas and hence unnecessary expense ; too 
little water involves weakening of the fibre 
ind hence a poor product. A good way to 
test whether the pulp is right for the gas 
chamber is to take up a handful and 
squeeze it hard with the fingers. No water 
should escape in this way. Sheets from a 
presse pate never absorb gas properly, and if 
dug out of a drainer the upper layers of 
stuff are generally all right, while the lower 
are solid as a rock and almost impermeable 
to gas. 

The gas chambers are built of brick and 
partitioned off horizontally by frames of 
sanitary piping joined by running a smaller 
pipe into a hole made in a larger one and 
with tees where required. The use of 
wooden frames is avoided,in order not to 
have the pulp injured by fragments of de- 
composed wood. In order to keep the stuff 
from dropping light wooden lattice work is 


used, made easily removable and soaked in 





boiling oil and water glass or painted with 
boiling hot paraffine. The chamber doors 
run on balls so as to allow of easy hand- 
ling, and all crevices are carefully plugged 
with a paste of china clay and size or some- 
thing similar while the gas is in the 
chamber.

AprLeton, Wis., December 7, 1891. 

Regarding the water famine from 
which this region, in common with most 
other parts of the country, is suffering, some 
figures compiled from the Government sig- 
nal service stations in this region are of 
interest. Briefly stated they are as follows : 
The rainfall for the first ten months of this 
year was but 60 per cent. of that for the 
same period last year, while the rainfall 
from May 1 to November 1 of this year was 
but 47 per cent. of that for the same six 
months last year. Mainly upon the rainfall 
of these six months depends the fall and 
winter supply of water. In view of these 
facts it is easy to see from what the present 
lack of water power arises. 

In the afternoon just a week ago to-day 
a very pleasant event occurred at the office 
of the Van Nortwick Paper Company in 
this city. It was the presentation to G. F. 
Steele of a valuable diamond shirt button by 
his associates in the office and the em- 
ployees of the various institutions. Mr. 
Steele’s capacity as general manager of 
these institutions has brought him in close 
contact with all, and the relations have 
been so agreeable that it is with most gen- 
eral regret that he departs to accept his 
new position at Madison, Me., with the 
Manufacturing Investment Company. The 
presentation speech was made by John S. 
Van Nortwick, and Mr. Steele expressed his 
thanks briefly but feelingly. The affair 
was anentire surprise to him. Representa- 
tives of all the different establishments 
were present to say good-bye and give 
best wishes for the future. 

The Fox River Paper Company, of Apple- 
ton, has begun the building of a wing dam 
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and embankment, the object of which will 
be to connect the flume of the new Lincoln 
Mill with the canal from which the Racine 
Mill draws power, instead of with the main 
river channel as at present. This proceed- 
ing is looked upon as quite significant in 
water power circles, and may have some 
effect upon 
users of power on opposite sides of the 
river. The company expects to be able 
to secure a 2 or 8 foot higher head of 
water and to be able to maintain it without 
drawing any more water than it has been

doing. The company recently purchased 
two planing mills, each owning 100 horse 
power, taken from this canal, which gives 
it practically the control of all the power 
on the north side of the river at the second 
level. 

In addition to the big pulp and print paper 
mills which George O. Whiting, of Menasha, 
is erecting at Stevens Point, on the Wis- 
consin River, his present intention is to put 
up a mill for making fine flat papers. He 
has unlimited water power there at his 
command. Work will be commenced upon 
the new mill as early as possible in the 
spring, and it will be an important addition 
to the big institution now going up there. 


Many complaints having been made 
about the killing of fish in the river from 
the discharge into the stream of acids from 
sulphite mills, an opinion was obtained re- 
cently regarding the legality of the action. 
It established the right of the mills, and, if 
necessary, the fish must suffer. 


The mill of the Telulah Paper Company 
in this city, which was shut down for sever- 
al weeks, is now running along smoothly 
again at full capacity, the power being 
furnished by a 500 horse power compound 
condensing Corliss engine. The engine is 
altogether the largest in this valley and 
runs the two machine mill like a toy. 


The Manufacturing Investment Company, 
of this city, is about to let contracts for 
some new water wheels and a large shaft 
to convey the additional power from the 
power house to the washing building. Sev- 
eral new washers are to be put in to expe- 
dite the handling of stock from the di- 
gesters.

Lockport, N. Y., December 11. 

The lithographing firm of Gies & 
Co., of Buffalo, has passed into the hands 
of a receiver. It was confidently hope 
that the firm would be able to tide 
over its difficulties, but creditors and 
mortgage holders were imperative, and so 
George W. Hayward, of Buffalo, was ap- 
pointed receiver. The financial difficulty 
was brought on by several actions begun in 
the Supreme Court at Buffalo. The first 
were two suits for the foreclosure of two 
$30,000 mortgages held by Sarah A. and 
Elizabeth H. Gates. Franklin D. Locke, 
their attorney, stated that repeated de- 
mands have been made for the $60,000, and 
as many extensions granted. 

The first firm to sue the company was the 
George H. Friend Paper Company, whose 
claim was $500. The Whiting Paper Com- 
pany and the Collins Paper Company also 
sued Gies & Co. upon claims of $3,300. 

The assets of the corporation are said to 
have an actual cash value of $475,000, con- 
sisting of the Swan street plant, presses, 
machinery, a large stock of paper and other 
personal property. The liabilities outside 
the capital stock amount to about $270, 000. 
The capital stock was $200,000. The com- 
pany has done a business of half a million 
dollars yearly, but as its business required a 
very large outlay of cash it was unable to 
raise money to take care of maturing notes 
and to pay off mortgages past due. 

Power has been granted by the court to 
the receiver, who has qualified in $100,000 
bonds, to continue the business to the ex- 
tent of closing up all contracts on which 
work has been begun. There was a large 
amount of unfinished work under contract, 
the most of which was to be delivered at a 
specified time, and should the work not be 
finished the result would be a heavy loss, 
which under the circumstances would be 
borne by the creditors. The business has 
been built up by Mr. Gies from very humble 
beginnings about seventeen years ago toits 
present handsome proportions. 

The latest concerning the failure is that 
a judgment was entered in New York 
against the firm for $18,474, in favor of the 
Peter Adams Company, on demand promis- 
sory notes made in 1887. Troubles never 
come singly, so on Tuesday night, De- 
cember 1, the plant caught fire in the litho- 
graph pressroom and considerable damage 
was done before the fire was put out. The 
building and stock of paper were drenched 
with water. The loss was covered by in- 
surance. 

The trouble on the old Dansville branch 
of the Erie, by which train service was dis- 
continued, has been obviated by the efforts 
of the Chamber of Commerce of Rochester 
and the Dansville Board of Trade. Freight 
facilities will soon be as good as ever. 

The Lockport Daily Fournal establish- 
ment has received the first 1,000,000 pam. 
phlet instalment of a large contract from 
the H. H. Warner Company, of Rochester. 
This will necessitate the use of 50 tons of 
paper, which the Warner Company will 
furnish through its New York agents

and the company has virtually gone to the 
wall. George E. Lewis, the secretary of the 
company, at one time thought that the 
difficulty would be bridged over by the 
creditors taking notes and raising the money 
that way, but the latter changed their 
minds and the usual failure followed. 

The Brownville Box and Paper Company 
was first established in 1887 and ran for a 
year, when the plant was consumed by fire. 
In 1888 the company was reorganized as the 
Cornell Box and Paper Company, and has 
since been engaged in the manufacture of 
paper, no boxes being made since the fire.

$70,000.

proximate the liabilities. Much regret is 
expressed here on account of the company’s 
troubles.

It is intended 
for weighing paper as it is wound upon 
the roll, and if the claims of its invent- 
ors are well founded the weight of the 
paper will be so accurately ascertained 
that there will be no necessity of weigh- 
ing the rolls after the winding is com- 
pleted. In conjunction with this de- 
vice, provision is made whereby the 
roll of paper in being unwound can be 
cut into sheets of uniform size. This 
apparatus certainly calls for attention 
from manufacturers, 

ARGUMENTS in favor of sizing paper 
with caseine, recently advanced by 
a contributor to our columns, have 
been reinforced in this issue by 
another writer known to us as a man 
of practical experience in paper 
making and in the chemistry there- 
of.

THE message of the President to Con- 
gress inspires regret that we are un- 
able, for various reasons, to print this 
important state document in full.

Obituary. 





Marcus JOHN WARD. 


A cablegram received in New York an- 
nounces the death at Belfast, Ireland, on 
December 8, of Marcus John Ward, grandson 
of Marcus Ward, founder of the well-known 
paper and publishing house of Marcus 
Ward & Co. The cause of death was not 
stated, but it was undoubtedly consump- 
tion. 


Mr. Ward came to the United States to fill 
a responsible position in the New York 
house in 1888. He was then in his thirty- 
fourth year. Very early in life he devel- 
oped a pronounced business ability, and as 
a tribute to his worth the house placed him 
in charge of its exhibit at the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1878, on which occasion his father, 
Francis D. Ward, now chairman of the com- 
pany’s board of directors, received the cross 
of the Legion of Honor. 


Marcus John Ward inherited in a high de- 
gree the artistic instincts of the family, and 
although strictly speaking he was not con- 
nected with the art and designing depart- 
ments, his suggestions and criticisms were 
nevertheless regarded as very valuable. 
During his sojourn in the United States Mr. 
Ward made many friends and socially he 
was a favorite. His impulses were strong 
but generous, and prior to his coming to 
New York he took such an active partin the 
amelioration of the Irish people that leading 
Irish politicians desired to place him in 
nomination for a seat in the British Parlia- 
ment. About a year ago Mr. Ward showed 
unmistakable signsof physical breaking up, 
but being of a hopeful disposition he could 
not be induced to believe that his condi- 
tion was serious, and it was not until last 
May, when the seeds of consumption had 
taken such a deep root, that he consented 
to make a trip to his native land. His 
death is much regretted. He leaves a 
widow and two children, all of whom were 
with him at the time of his death. 





WILLIAM W. CLapp. 


On July 1 in the present year Col. W. W. 
Clapp, who for more than a quarter of a 
century had been editor of the Boston Zven- 
ing Fournal, retired from that position. 
During the night of Tuesday, the 8th inst., 
he died in his native city at the Hotel Ven- 
dome, where for some time he had his winter 
residence. Colonel Clapp was born on 
April 11, 1826. His father was editor of the 
Saturday Evening Gazette, and the colonel’s 
firstexperiences in journalism were obtained 
from his connection with that paper. He 
was connected with the Gazef/e until the 
year 1865, when he became managing editor 
and principal proprietor of the Yourna/. In 
1859 and 1860 he served as a member of the 
common council, and subsequently on the 
board of aldermen. He was appointed aide 
de camp to Governor Banks in 1865, and 
held the rank of lieutenant colonel on the 
staff of Governor Andrew.

Efficiency.—This isa feature of the loop 


thermodynamic equations and compare the 
same with experimental results, but the in- 
vestigations on thermodynamic lines in- 
volve numerous assumptions on which the 
doctors will not agree, while experimentally 
we labor under the disadvantage of having 
no general case, each experiment requiring 
to be conducted on a special case, which 
may have but little bearing on others. By 
this it is not implied that the quantitative 
values of loop action are not or will not be 
determined mathematically and experimen- 
tally, but rather to say that such determi- 
nations are not of much import or interest 
in the present discussion. A statement of 
general features surrounding the efficiency 
may, however, be interesting. The loop 
may, like an engine, operate idly, doing no 
useful work, because there is no water to 
return, in which case it would be infinitely 
wasteful, since the efficiency is the ratio of 
the cost of operation to the work done. 
The operative cost being practically con- 
stant in any given loop, its efficiency must 
depend wholly upon the amount of water 
returned and the maximum efficiency will 
correspond to the largest quantity that it is 
capable of handling. This limit, however, 
would seldom be reached in practice, for if 
constantly doing its maximum work the 
loop would be in danger of flooding each 
moment. Practically, therefore, the wide 
margin allowed for safety and handling un- 
usual quantities of water compels the loop 
to usually operate far below its maximum 
capacity, rendering it to that extent less 
efficient. This feature, however, indicates 
the inadvisability of making loops unnec- 
essarily large. Since the loop puts water 
into the boiler against resistance, energy 
must be expended. This energy repre- 
sents heat lost, and this loss is the cost of 
operating the loop. No exact determina- 
tions have been made of this loss, but it is 
obviously very small. This is indicated by 
the fact that the loop will work even when 
covered with non-conductor. That the 
energy required is very small may be de- 
duced as follows: 

A 100 horse power engine using 30 pounds 
of water per hourly horse power requires 
8,000 pounds per hour. If 10 per cent. or 
$00 pounds be returned to boiler per hour, 
and difference of pressure between separa- 
tor and boiler is 10 pounds, then about 4}, 
of 1 horse power is required to do the work. 

In the above it will be noted that we have 
assumed a very large amount of water to 
be returned, and have assumed a large dif- 
ference of pressure against which to return 
it. Consequently the above figures are more 
than generous, and it is doubtful whether 
half this amount of power, or say ,;}, of 
1 horse power, is used in the average 
case. As the loop is required to exert so 
small a power, it is evident that its effi- 
ciency, as measured by our ordinary ideas of 
economy, might be extremely poor, and 
yet its efficiency for the purpose for which 
it is used very high ; that is, while its abso- 
lute efficiency considered as a pump with 
which to get water into a boiler might be 
low, the small amount of energy needed to 
perform so valuable a service as continuous 
return may make it relatively an article of 
high efficiency. 

Another way of looking at-this.is as fol- 
lows: A 1 inch pipe may be presumed to 
lose by radiation .1 of the heat which would 
be lost from a 10 inch pipe. Now, sup- 
pose a 10 inch pipe is running from a boiler 
to an engine, and the loss by condensation 
is being wasted through a drip, to say noth- 
ing of the steam also lost. Now, the loop 
will add one-tenth to the condensation, but 
to compensate for this it returns to the 
boiler the original ten-tenths condensation 
in the pipe, plus the one-tenth condensa- 
tion in itself, at a temperature (say) of 250° 
to 300°, which is evidently desirable as 
compared with wasting the condensation of 
the 10 inch pipe. 

An important factor in its practical effi- 
ciency is the improbability of leakage exist- 
ing, while other methods involve great op- 
portunities in this direction, 

There are other interesting developments 
with relation to efficiency which cannot be 
explicitly stated because of insufficient ex-

tially a wastefulone. The steam loop makes 
a return through apparatus which is small 
in mass and kept at a comparatively high 
temperature, while the current through it 
is extremely rapid, bearing in this respect no 
relation to any other device. Both differ- 
ence of temperature and time are so re- 
duced as to give evidence of superior effi- 
ciency. In fact, it may be said that the 
steam loop cannot be reasonably compared 
with any other form of return that has yet 
been made, as it stands alone in its princi- 
ple and utility. 


This whole question of efficiency is, how. 
ever, one of curiosity rather than impor- 
tance, for, as previously stated, the whole 
matter is relative. The mechanical fea- 
tures of the loop system in removing the ob- 
jectionable water from pipes, through a con- 
tinuous closed circuit back to boiler, take 
precedent over any questions of efficiency, 
especially considering the very smail quan- 
tities of power and their heat equivalents 
involved. Just as an edge several inches 
wide may be sharp for the bow of a steam- 
ship and an edge .01 of an inch broad dull 
for a razor, so may the expenditure of a 
few thousand heat units in a lightly loaded 
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steam loop be economical for a loop when lightly loaded, so that its own efficiency

In practice the data obtained from large 
numbers of loops in operation vary so 
widely on account of various conditions 


imposed, that it is probably impossible to 
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obtain reliable information from which de- 
ductions can be made, except on special 
apparatus erected on a large scale for 
experimental purposes only. The useful 
work done by the loop cannot be measured 
solely by the amount of water returned to 
the boiler, for if this water is all condensa- 
tion and primage its removal produces less 
economic effect on an engine than if it were 
held in suspension in the steam, Thus it 
may be that the exertion of a small fraction 
of a horse power by a loop may cause the 
steam which it dries to exert many times 
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more power in its expansion in the engine |

Results.—The result of steam loop action 
may be briefly summed up as follows :

All of the above are more or less evident 
from what has preceded, except the latter, 
and on this there is some honest difference 
of opinion. The earlier writers on thermo- 
dynamics make little mention of the effect 
of entrained moisture on the expansive 
properties of steam, but by common con- 
sent rather than any demonstration they 
seem to agree that moisture produces an 
ill effect simply to the percentage amount 
of its presence—that is, 5 per cent. moist- 
ure will increase the water rate of an engine 
only 5 percent. Experimental data on this 
point seem very meagre, the only recent 
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does, cause an injurious effect in excess of 
its own percentage. Indications of this are 
observed in superheated steam where a 
given amount of heat expended in super. 
heating produces more saving in the quan. 
tity used by the engine than the equivalent 
in added heat, and the same condition 
should extend to supersaturated steam.

Other Applications.—Throughout this dis. 
course the description has been confined 
almost wholly to the applicaticn of the loop 
to the one case where moisture is to be re. 
moved before steam passes to an engine or 
pump. It is thought best to keep this one 
case clearly in mind, for the loop thor- 
oughly understood on this basis may be 
easily conceived to serve similar purposes 
in any other connection. Where live steam 
is used for drying purposes, the loop may 
be attached directly to the return, this 
maintaining a powerful circulation through 
the heating coils and ridding the system 
from the condensation which is the natural 
product of the heating or drying process. 
In this service, however, the loop has 
opened up a new feature—that of drying 
the steam before it enters such heaters— 
and itis found to yield very beneficial re. 
sults by keeping up temperatures and 
pressures’ (see Fig. 9). Similarly, steam 
kettles, jackets of steam jacketed cylin- 
ders, and even steam heating apparatus 
can be handled with ease and efficiency. 
Much apparatus of this nature, however, is 
throttled down to a degree that seriously in- 
terferes with loop application, and in or- 
dinary steam heating the opportunity is 
exceptionally good for large air leakage, 
which would be deleterious. It is, there- 
fore, not easy to concisely state to just 
“TéOp May be practically 
applied, but it is safe to say that it is desir- 
able on any live steam pipe or any high 
pressure or unthrottled dryer, heater or 
jacket. 

The development of the loop system has 
not stopped with the simple applications here 
recorded, but has been carried into fields 
of wider application. Perhaps no device 
has appeared during late years on which 
more thought and careful consideration 
has been bestowed. Its possibilities have 
been explored and its limitations studied to 
such an extent that the whole evening 
would scarcely suffice to enumerate fea- 
tures of interest that have not been in- 
cluded in this lecture. 

Thus, the steam loop becomes a device of 
much broader proportions than appears 
from first inspection of its operation or the 
rudimentary understanding of its princi- 
ples. It may seem strange that its applica- 
tion has not before been developed, but 
that is doubtless due to want of clear com- 
prehension of its somewhat peculiar func- 
tions and their utility, for those who are 
connected with steam engineering must in 
many ways and under various circumstances 
have had opportunity to observe the phe- 
nomena which concern its action. We are, 
therefore, entitled to respect quite highly 
this useful combination, whose worth can 
never be accurately estimated, since its 
chief service is to prevent certain losses 
and accidents of variable character, and 
whose extent is the only measure of the 
loop’s value.

break. 

When a system of piping is extensive this 
becomes a great nuisance, as can be seen, 
for example, in the artificial hot geysers— 
steam volcanoes—that burst out so fre- 
quently in the lower parts of New York 
city, especially during the winter months. 
The ramie pipe will not rot or rust ; and for 
work buried under ground this is another 
most valuable property, sadly lacking in 
iron and steel. Naturalists and epicures 
tell us that a fish begins to spoil, all 
through, the moment it isdead. A steam 
pipe begins to rot, on the outside, as soon as 
it is buried. Coatings of asphalt, tar and 
such things only put off the evil day a little 
longer, but, especially in damp places, do 
not afford permanent protection. The in- 
side of the pipe is pretty safe while it is kept 
hot by live steam, but when it cools down 
and air finds its way in the moist interior 
(as it never fails to do), active corrosion sets 
in. The ramie pipe is proof against all this. 

Again, ramie is a non-conductor of heat, 
and this is precisely what we want. When 
steam is carried long distances through 
metal pipes the loss of heat by radiation is 
very considerable, and in order to prevent 
this loss, as far as practicable, we jacket 
the pipes to a depth of 2 or 3 inches with 
some non-conducting substance, such as 
plaster, hair, asbestos. These do their 
work pretty well, but they are expensive, 
unsightly and clumsy. Now, if ram‘e is 
as good as it has been represented to be, 
it will replace all these with advantage, or 
rather; it will render jacketing about un- 
necessary. Moreover, ramie, in this hard- 
ened condition, is sufficiently incombusti- 
ble to make it safe for use in steam pipes.

mixed about 15 per cent. of certain chemi- 
cals, which are in themselves largely com- 
bustible. The vessel containing the mix- 
ture is then placed fora short time in boiling 
water, which causes fusion to take place. 
The vessel is then transferred to a furnace, 
having a temperature of from 400° to 500° 
Fahr., the mixture being kept stirred. Ina 
short time solidification takes place, after 
which the compound is pressed into blocks 
for use. The chemicals employed for ad- 
mixture with the petroleum are stated to 
cost only about the same as the petroleum, 
and the process of conversion does not re- 
quire any skilled labor. 

The whole process, from the first mixing 
to solidification, occupies only about half an 
hour, and the converting apparatus is sim- 
ple and inexpensive. The solidified petro- 
leum burns freely and with but a small per- 
centage of ash. For reasons connected 
with the foreign patent relating to this in- 
vention the nature of the chemicals was not 
disclosed. Neither was the cost of produc- 
tion stated, but from what was shown this 
cannot be excessive. It was, however, 
stated that the heating power of the new 
fuel was much in excess of that of steam 
coal, than which it could be sold much 
cheaper.
